It was at this time that 
Mrs. Driggers said she decided 
to take the four children (she 
was keeping) home and have 
them ready for bed when their 
mother arrived. 

After they had all gotten into 
the vehicle, Mrs. Driggers 
noticed the interior lights were 
still on and saw a light on her 
vehicle’s dash display indicating 
that a door was. not securely 
closed. As she exited the vehicle 
holding Mary Katherine in her 
arms, she turned with her back 
to the driver's door to.close the

The school system purchased 
an Emergency Communications 
Calling System service through 
a company located in Macon, 
Ga. According to Jeff Ellis, 
technology coordinator for Elba 
City Schools, the service will 
help the school system better 
communicate with everyone 
involved and» get messages 
delivered in a quick and effi- 
ciént manner. 

‘Ellis said the service, which 
alféady is in place at the 
schools, allows for a voice mes- 
sage to be recorded and deliv- 
ered to those on the selected call 
list(s), He said once the person 
recording the message tells the 
system to execute, everyone on 
the call. list will be contacted 
within approximately five min- 
utes. 

“We looked into this (service) 
at the end of last summer,” Ellis 
said. “There were flaws with the 
system at that time.” 

Now, he said officials believe 
the kinks have been worked out 
of the system, Therefore, it was 
decided to be the appropriate 
time to retain the service. 

While the tragic events that 
occurred March Ist in nearby 
Enterprise actually had no bear- 
ing on the school systems pur- 
chase of the calling system, Ellis 
said it certainly will be benefi- 
cial in regards to possible future 
weather-related events, 

Ellis said the system also will 
prove effective for other, com- 
munication needs as well. 

“This will be a great way to 
have instantaneous contact with 


parents,” he said. “It will be a 
good way to inform parents of 
happenings and events.” 

Ellis said the system could be 
used to announce such things as 
the date report cards will go out 
or as a reminder to upcoming 

. Also, he said it could be 
ss to let parents | know. if a bus 
breaks down during a trip or 
announce a more accurate time 
when a group will return home 
from a trip. He said the possibil- 
ities for using the system are 
endless, ° 

Currently, Ellis said the 
school system has: call lists pre- 
pared for all students, all system 
employees and individual class- 
es. In the future, he said there 
will be more specific lists for 
use such as band, football, just 
senior class members, etc. 

A “test” of the new emer- 
gency calling system has been 
scheduled for Thursday, April 
26, for both the elementary and 
high schools. Ellis said parents 
should expect to receive a “test” 
telephone call between the 
hours of 5-7 p.m. with a mes- 
sage from ~ Superintendent 
Danny Weeks indicating the test 
of the new emergency commu- 
nications calling system. 

For any parents that do not 
receive a call on the 26th, Ellis 
asks that they call their child's 
school office and provide updat- 
ed phone contact information. 
He said ‘the school system is 
eager to test the system and 
make sure it is working as good 
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
